Growing Potatoes on the 
“Tomato Plant 


. Considerable ‘interest has ~ bees 
asoused by the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the Penn- 
sylvania State College. Although the 
idea is not‘a new one, it demonstra- 
tes clearly the ease with which these 
two closely felated plants may’ be 
grafted. 

Only one att:mpt was made in the 
grafting, Thé. common. ‘inverted 
“saddle graft” was used. ; 

The plant was wrapped with raffia 
at the junction of the two pieces and 
it was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days’ until the union was 
perfected. Later. the plant was shift 
ed to the outside, where little atten- 
tion was given it, "Tubers finally de- 
veloped on the potato part and toma- 
toes onthe top. 

According to the authorities them- 
selves, the demonstration is of inter- 
est only from the Standpoint of its 
being somewhat unusual, It is of 
doubtful economic value.

Better Farming Trains 


Are Inspected by Large Number. of 
the People in Saskatchewan 


Some: interesting facts and figures 
were brought to the attention of the 
Saskatchewan, legislature when Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, minister of agri- 
culture, made pee h to eee ask- 
ed by M. L. Leitch, M-L.A., Morse, 
with respect-to the Better Farming 
trains. 

Mr, Leitch asked the . number of 
places visited by the Better Farming 
truins, the mileage covered, th: num- 
ber of men, :women and children who 
visited the tfaing in the years 1914- 
16, the total cost of operating . the 
tiains during. those years, the assist- 
ance received from the College of 
Agriculture in connection with the 
trains, and the assistance given by 
the railways ip operating the trains, 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell replied 
that 88. places were visited 
1914, 135 in 
1915, and. 56 in 1916,” In 1914 the 
mileage covéred was 1,344 miles. 

The next year this increased to 1,- 
94€ miles, while last year the total 
was 810 miles. “In 1914 the total at- 
tendance was approximately 36,000 
In 1915 no less than 18,262 men, 13,- 
362 women and 5,455 children attend- 
éd, while last year the totals were 
8.245 men, 5,210 women and 9,218 
childreay, 

Mr. ‘Motherwell stated « that the 
total cost of operating the trains in 
1914 was ere tt in 1915, $6, 
and in’ 1916, $4,787.22. The College of 
ple prcug* he stated further, furn- 
ished the livestock and many other 
exhibits including‘a car of mechani- 
cal appliances, The college also sup- 
plied several members of its regular 
staif who acted as lecturers and dem- 
onstrators.

est airplane pilot in the world. The 
old British’ characteristics which 
made us masters of the sea are in- 
tensified in the air—dhd they will 
make us masters of the air, in spite 
of our politics and our system of gov- 
ernment and all the many obstruc- 
tions to. progress, which will assured- 
ly spring up-as soon as peace is de- 
clared.” 

Turning to the question of casyal- 
ties in airplane training he said: “A 
good many deaths are reported in the 
papers, but when compared with the 
numbers in training and the number 
of hours in the air accomplished ev- 
ery day, the price is’not great, and in 
the present stage of aviation the fact 
niust be fearlessly faced that no pro- 
gress, can be thade without a certain 
cost in human life, The extraordi- 
marily few cases’ of breakage in the 
air speak well for British construc- 
tion and inspection. The most. com- 
mon cause of accidents is engine fail- 
ure, followed by “an effort to turn 
sharply into a possible landing place 
and losing speed'on the turn; which 
results in a nose-dive. Even good 
and experienced pilots are prone to 
do this, and the only cure appears to 
be the avoidance of engine failures, 
This will come in peace, when we can 
devote more energy towards real re- 
liability in the engine instead of ex- 
treme lightness and exaggerated per- 
formances,”
